WASHINGTON, April 13 (UP) 
—A Senate subcommittee today 
began an investigation of the 
Administration’s refugee pro- 
gram and called R. W. Scott W. 
McLeod, State Department se- 
curity chief, for questioning. 

McLeod was called to a closed 
session of the subcommittee 
shortly after Edward J. Corsi 


charged that McLeod is conduct | 


ing a “mean, despicable, whis- 
pering campaign” designed to 
ruin his reputation. 

Corsi, hand-picked by Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
to advise on refugee problems, 
was fired by Dulles 90 days after 
he took the post. 


Expects to Call Corsi. 


Chairman William Langer 
(Rep.), North Dakota,.said Corsi 
probably would be called to tes- 
tify “as soon as possible:’’-*“He 
said the special subcommittee 
on refugee plans public hear- 
ings “almost immediately.”’ 

Langer said the investigation 
was not primarily. concerned 
with Corsi’s dismissal, but the 
group is “likely to go into it, 
because any Senator can ask any 
question he wants.”

Langer said Corsi’s statement 
that only 1000 refugees had 
been admitted under the 1953 
refugee act “is certainly at vari- 
ance” with State Department 
statistics produced by Senator 
Watkins, who said there had 
been 16,713 admissions to the 
United States by April 1. Wat- 
kins said this total could include 
relatives of United States resi- 
dents as well as refugees. The 
act authorized the admission of 
214,000 refugees by the end of 
1956. 

In alleging that McLeod had 
begun a campaign against him, 
Corsi said it smacked of “the 
Nazi fashion.”

Not Received Yet. 


A shipment of Salk polio vac- 
cine, the first to be received 
here since the néw polio pre- 
ventive was licerised yesterday, 
arrived this morning. It will be 
sold to physicians for inocula- 
tion of private patients. 

Six cartons of the vaccine, 
weighing 168 pounds, were 
flown here from Detroit for lo- 
cal distribution by Parke Davis 


& Co., one of six pharmaceutical j 


firms manufacturing the vac- 
cine. 


Supplies of the vaccine for 
inoculation of pupils in the first 
and second grades of St. Louis 
area schools have not yet ar- 
rived and are not expected this 
week, the Post-Dispatch was 
told. 

A spokesman for Parke Davis 
said today’s shipment had been 
allotted to company salesmen 
for distribution to physicians. 

A Medical Milestone. 

Physicians here described de- 
velopment of the vaccine as a 
medical milestone, and praised 
the -research and follow-up

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NEW YORK, April 13 (AP)—A 
'Yale University senior, stating 
he has “two hands and a head of 
his own,” has moved to renounce 
a $350,000 trust fund left by his 
father, it became known in court 
yesterday. 

The petition: of Eugene F. 
Suter Jr., 23 years old, upon 
which Surrogate William T. Col- 
lins reserved decision, posed a 
legal question whether he has a 
right to renounce the trust fund. 

The student is the son.of Eu- 
gene F. Suter Sr., machinery 
manufacturer, who died Feb. 20, 
1943, leaving an estate estimated

Although he has no other 
source of income, papers on file 
said Suter seeks to renounce the 
legacy because “he has two 
hands and a head of his own.” 
The papers also show he re- 
ceived more than $35,000 from 
the trust, but “within a few 
days gave most of it, if not all, 
to various charitable and polit- 
ical organizations.”

HONG KONG PROBING AIR 
CRASH, DOUBTS SABOTAGE 


Ridiculous,’ Say U.S. Officials of Reds’ 
Charge That Agents Damaged Plane — . 
Chou Changes Flight Plans. 


HONG KONG, April 13 (AP) 
—Hong Kong’s government or- 
dered a full police investigation 
today into the crash of an In- 
dian airliner bearing some of 


Red China’s delegdtes to the 
Asian-African conference. Brit- 
ish colonial authorities said the 
possibility that the plane was 
sabotaged here was “extremely 
remote.” 
The Peiping radio charged 
that the plane was sabotaged by 
United States and Nationalist 
Chinese “secret agents.” 
United States officials in 
Washington and Hong Kong dis- 
missed the Communist charges 
as “ridiculous” and “utter non- 
sense.” The plane’s owners, Air 
India International, confirmed 
that mechanical trouble had de- 
layed its departure from Bom- 
bay for Hong Kong for several 
hours. The Chinese Reds 
boarded the plane at Hong Kong. 


Plane Guarded at Airport. 


In London, a British Foreign 
Office spokesman expressed re- 
gret at the “unfortunate acci- 
dent.” He added that it was 
clear authorities in Hong Kong 
took adequate precautions to 
safeguard the plane after a 
warning from Britain’s diplo- 


matie representative in Peiping 
that Chinese Nationalist sympa- 
thizers might stir up trouble 
there. 

The four-engine Constellation 
went down Monday night in the 
China Sea between Borneo and 
Malaya. Nineteen persons were 
aboard, including eight Chinese 
Communists en route to the 
African-Asian conference in 
Bandung, Indonesia, next week. 

Three Indians aboard § the 
plane, two crewmen and an en- 
gineer traveling as a passenger, 
have been rescued. They are 
aboard the British frigate Damp- 
ier en route to Singapore. 

Indonesian authorities in the 
Natuna islands picked up three 
bodies. They were placed aboard 
the Dampier. Two have been 
identified as the plane’s flight 
engineer, K. D. Cunha, and as- 
sistant Purser Pimenta. 

A Foreign Ministry statement 
broadcast by Peiping radio said 
it had learned of an alleged plot 
to wipe out Premier Chou En- 
lai and other members of the 
Chinese Red delegation.

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 13 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
approved a proposal for sharing 
American atomic weapons infor- 
mation—but not actual weapons 
or producing know-how — with 
the other 13 countries of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 

The plan must be ratified by 
each of the NATO nations be- 
fore going into effect. 

The plan provides basically 
for the United States to make 
available to NATO atomic in- 
formation which this country 
believes will assist:

“The vice presidency provides 
the happy solution. Immune 
from the headaches of consti- 
tuent pressures, Truman could 
preside over the Senate and en- 
joy the fellowship he loves in 
the ‘world’s most

He said that a considerable 
portion of the vaccine used in 
the mass-testing was decidedly 
below maximum potency. This 
was due to the chemical used in 


viruses of their ability to stimu- 
late the blood chemistry into 
producing antibodies.

Administrative officials had 
testified that 75,000 bankruptcy 
cases were expected in the next

URGES SCIENTISTS 
STOP PHILOSOPHIZING 


St. Louis U. Dean Tells 
Them to Tend to Their 
Neutrons.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., April 
13—The Rev. Robert Henle S.J., 
dean of the graduate school of 
St. Louis University, today urged 
scientists, including Albert Ein- 
stein, to tend to their neutrons 
and stop “philosophizing.” 

Father Henle said the nation 
is “getting a lot of scientists” 
who start philosophizing at the 
age of 40.” Most, he said, are 
not trained to do so. 

In a press conference at the 
annual convention of the Na- 
tional Catholic Educational As- 
sociation, Father Henle said 
Einstein in recent years had 
philosophized about the “nature 
and existence of God.” 

“I object. to his making an 
authoritative statement about an 
absolue,” said Father Henle, 
who is also philosophy teacher. 
| has no training to talk 
bout the existence or non-ex- 

ence of God.” 

Turning to the problems of 
the atomic age, the educator 
said he did not expect “‘scien- 
tists to have sufficient wisdom 
to make moral judgments about 


the use of the atomic bomb.” 
But he said they are trying any- 


way. 

“A lot of them are flounder- 
ing in making such judgments 
because they are not prepared 
to do it,” he said. 

On the other hand, said Fa- 
ither Henle, there are philos- 
ophers who know nothing about 
science but still talk about it. 
He singled out as an example 
F. S. C. Northrop, Sterling pro- 
fessor of philosophy and law at 
Yale University. 

Northrop, he said, “philoso- 
phizes about science” yet “he 
doesn’t know any science.” 

Father Henle pleaded for bet- 

ter balance between the human- 
ities and the sciences in college 
programs of instruction. 
- The science student, he said, 
needs to‘know literature, history, 
philosophy and religion if he is 
to ve a “balanced view of 
life.” At the same time, a stu- 
dent concentrating in the hu- 
manities needs “a basic under- 
standing of what science is do- 
ing.”

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DLAI STEVENSON’S speech on the Eisenhower administra- 
tion’s foreign policy represents a carefully thought out effort 
to recover from the Democratic fumble of the Formosa issue. 
Far more important than any political consideration, however, it 
represents an attempt to arrest. what Stevenson and many other 
Democrats fear is a drift toward war of which the country is 


scarcely aware. 


Opinion polls show that only a small percentage of those 
questioned have ever heard of the offshore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu which may involve the United States in war with Commu- 
nist China. Even more disturbing, most people seem to have little 
interest in this area where the danger of an explosion that could 
spread rapidly to the mainland of China is so great. 


Democratic leaders have be- 
gun to realize that they bear 
considerable responsibility for 
public apathy and ignordnce. 
When President Eisenhower sent 
his Formosa resolution to Con- 
gress, it was rushed through 
with virtually no discussion of 
the implications of American de- 
fense not only of Formosa and 
the Pescadores but “other re-. 
lated territory.” This last meant 
the offshore islands with Que- 
moy being at most five miles 
from the China mainland. 


Difficult Questions. 

The general reaction among 
Democrats is therefore one of 
gratitude to Stevenson for at 
least posing some of the very 
tough questions that may soon 
confront not alone the President 
of the United States but the 
people who seem so blissfully 
unaware of the peril close at 
hand. The situation today is in 
sharp contrast to the stand tak- 
en with respect to Formosa by 
the Truman administration prior 
to the outbreak of the Korean 
war. 


While it is not generally 
known, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
who servead under President 
Truman took a different view of 
the strategic importance of For- 
mosa than the Joint Chiefs ap- 
pointed by President LEisen- 
hower. On five separate occa- 
sions between the middle of 1948 
and the end of 1949 the Joint 
Chiefs with Gen. Omar Bradley 
as chairman, were asked for 
their view of the military im- 
portance of the island that is 
now held by the Nationalist Chi- 
nese. 

They replied each time that 
it would be disadvantageous to 
have Formosa held by a poten- 


- tial enemy but that this was 


not a sufficient risk to justify 
the expenditure of any of Amer- 
ica’s military strength. In other 
words the island was not vital 
to our strategic interests. 

At the end of 1949, after 
Chiang Kai-shek had fled from 
the mainland to Formosa with 
the loyal remnants of his armies, 
the same question was put to 
Gen. Bradley and the other 
chiefs. Again they replied that 
it was not vital to insure that 
Formosa be kept in friendly 
hands. 

A dispute was going on in 
the Truman Administration at 
that time between those who 
wanted to send an American 
military mission and military 
materiel] to Chiang, led by See- 
retary of Defense Louis John- 
son, and those who opposed such 
a move led by Secretary of 
State Dean. Acheson. 


Acheson’s View. 
Acheson argued at the time 
that the presence of such a mis- 
sion on Formosa would irre- 
vocably commit the United 
States to the defense of the 
island and the Chinese Nation- 
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alists with the door closed to a 
gradual transition such as a 
United Nations trusteeship. Tru- 
man came down on Acheson’s 
side of thé argument and on 
Jan. 5, 1950, issued a state- 
ment in which he said: 

“The United Stateshas’ no 
predatory designs on Formosa 
or on any other Chinese terri- 
tory. The United States has no 
desire to obtain special rights or 
privileges or to establish mili- 
tary bases on Formosa. Nor 
does it have any intention of 
utilizing its armed forces to in- 
terefere in the present situation. 
The United States Government 
will not pursue a course which 
will lead to involvenient in the 
civil conflict in China.” 

Six months later with the 
Communist attack in Korea this 
policy of neutrality was swept 
aside as Truman ordered the 
Seventh Fleet to patrol the For- 
mosa Strait... When the Chinese 
Communists ‘entered the Korean 
war late the same year, Gen. 
MacArthur and many others be- 
lieved the war should be car- 
ried: to the Chinese mainland. 
The MacArthur view, that Red 
China must not be permitted to 
build up its industrial and mili- 
tary potential, dominates the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff under the 
chairmanship of Adm. Arthur 
W. Radford today.

Every significant business in- 
dicator is on the rise and has 
been on the rise for months At 
several points the economy is be- 
ginning to set new records. 

The upturn has now been so 
sustained and so steady that it 
is meg to say that-the reces- 
sion which began in July, 1953, 
reached its depth in March, 1954, 
and began to “saucer out” in 
October, 1954, is well in the 
past. A new period of growth 
and stability is at hand. 

Here are the most meaningful 
business indices which justify 
this report: 

Industrial production has ris- 
en from a low of 123 on the Fed- 
eral Reserve index.in the March- 
August period last year to an 
estimated 135 in March this 
year. 

The gross national product has 

grown from a low annual rate 
of 355 billion dollars to about 
369 billion dollars during the 
last quarter—better than any- 
body expects. 
“Personal income, made up

It has been a remarkable 
experience — remarkable for 
these reasons: 

Because it was one -of. the 


extremes of the business cycle. 

Because it proves anew, and 
increases confidence in, the re- 
siliency of the American enter- 
prise economy. 


It is impossible to measure 
which factor or which set of 
factors did most to shorten, to 
cushion and to reverse the 1953- 
54 recession, but there are dis- 
cernible measures which each 
contributed to that end. They . 
are: 


1, The brilliantly timed and 
perceptive shift of the Federal 
Reserve system, in advance of 
the recession, from a “hard 
money” policy to an “easy 
money” policy which relieved 
many pressures toward forced 
liquidation. 

2. The deliberate and, from 
its standpoint, substantially un- 
orthodox decision of the Eisen- 
hower Administration to carry 
through the scheduled lowering 
of income and excess profits 
taxes despite an unbalanced 
budget. 

3. The fact that business stuck 
by its long-range investment and 
did not run to shelter at the 
first sign of trouble. 

4. The visible impact of the 
built-in shock absorbers which 
Government has added in the 
last 20 years to the functioning 
of the economy—unemployment 
insurance, social security (both 
expanded in the past two years) 
plus the general “leveling up” 
of incomes. 

The Federal Government re- 
sisted the pressures and the 
political temptation to launch a 
“crash” spending and “re-flation” 
program at the onset of the 
recession. It was called blind 
and heedless by some. In retro- 
spect its diagnosis proved accu- 
rate and its actions equal to 
the need.

Secretary Dulles and the State Department ap- 


' pear somewhat less than satisfied with any one 


of the reasons they have offered for the dismis- 


sal of Edward J. Corsi. Accordingly they now 


offer a selection, as follows: 


1. Mr. Corsi’s post was temporary, and has 
been abolished. 

2. Mr. Corsi had completed his assignment. 
3. The 90-day period for security clear- 
ance had expired and the Secretary there- 
fore lacked authority to keep Mr. Corsi on 


any longer. 

4. Mr. Corsi was unqualified for the job. 

5. Mr. Corsi did not want to take on ad- 
ministrative responsibilities, 

6. Mr. Corsi wanted to take on too many 
administrative responsibilities, trying to be- 
come actual administrator of the Refugee 


Some of these protestations, like 5 and 6, con- 
tradict each other, and the others are contra- 
dicted by other statements from the State De- 
partment itself. 

Mr. Corsi’s assignment was, in the Secretary's 
own words, “‘to help solve the difficult problems 
presented by the Refugee Act of 1953."" Obvious- 
ly that is no 90-day task; it is the work of a 
year, two years, or longer. Far from having com- 
pleted his assignment, Mr. Corsi had not com- 
pleted the preliminaries to beginning it. His se- 
curity report, by Mr. Dulles’s own later admis- 
sion, had come in before he was dismissed, but 
the Secretary said there was not enough time 
remaining to evaluate it. 

In this connection, the Department said Secre- 
tary Dulles’s offer of another assignment to Mr. 
Corsi “should clearly put to rest any implication” 
that “his change of assignment involved any 
question of security.” Secretary Dulles himself, 
however, pointed out that the post from which 
Mr. Corsi, had been removed was “a sensitive 
one,” a remark which had the effect of putting 
the implication into active motion again. 

Mr. Corsi’s qualifications for the job were 
vouched for by Secretary Dulles when the ap- 
pointment was made Jan. 10. Referring to the 
appointee as “my dear friend,” the Secretary 
called him “the best qualified man in the United 
States to help solve the difficult problems pre- 
sented by the Refugee Act of 1953.” 

The explanations given for Mr. Corsi's dis» 
missal are almost childish in their implausibility. 
Edward Corsi was United States Immigration 
and Naturalization Commissioner under Presi- 
dent Hoover, and: New York State Industrial 
Commissioner under Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 
His professional life has been spent in public 
administration. Secretary Dulles’s assertion that 
Mr. Corsi “indicated to me that he was not in- 
terested in and not qualified for administrative 
work” is therefore amazing, to say the very 


-jJeast. It is lamentable that the person to whom 


this statement was attributed should have felt 
it necessary to accuse the Secretary of State of 
falsehoods. : 

As of now it seems clear that Secretary Dulles 
dismissed Mr. Corsi because Representative Wal- 
ter of Pennsylvania had accused him of having 
associated with some Communist-front organiza- 
tions 20-odd years‘ago. Mr. Walter is co-author of 
the McCarran-Walter Immigration Act. 

Mr. Corsi says Secretary Dulles “told me he 
was dismissing me because he had to maintain 
good relations with Congress” and “it would 
endanger bills with reference to the refugee pro- 
gram if I stayed.” 

. So once again Secretary Dulles- has demon- 
strated, as in the case of John Paton Davies, 
that if his appointees are attacked they cannot 
expect him to stand by them, but can only look 


forward to being thrown to the wolves. What 
‘this will do to morale—which Mr. Corsi says is 


one of the stiffest problems in administration of 
refugee relief—should be plain. Its effect on 
the response of capable men to appeals to serve 
the Government—at their own risk—should also 
be plain. ; 

The only possible consequences are deteriora- 
tion of the quality of the men and women who 
can be attracted to important posts, and demor- 
alization among those who do accept.

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For Project No. 2 


With demolition about to get under way in the 
city’s No. 1 urban renewal project—the down- 
town Plaza district—it is good news that federal 
funds have been set aside for planning of project 
No. 2. This is the plan for redevelopment of the 
Mill Creek Valley area between Twentieth street 
and Grand boulevard south of Olive street. 

A major part of project No. 2 would consist of 
making cleared slum land available for indus- 
trial and commercial development. Thus it would 
provide a direct answer to the attractions which 
outlying urban areas offer to business. 

For the right kind of commercial use, the cen- 
tral section of the city still has decided ad- 
vantages. It offers utilities in place, a large labor 
supply close at hand, superior transportation 
facilities, public services such as fire and police 
protection already well organized. 

But to capitalize on these advantages, rede- 
veloped sites must be made available on terms 
that will be competitive with the undeveloped 
areas on the urban fringe. Public initiative is 
necessary, therefore, to assemble the land and 
redevelop it along soundly planned lines, The 
Federal Government’s loan of $685,200 for initial 
surveys and its promise of an $18,413,566 capital 
grant in the future means that the St. Louis ur- 
ban renewal program can take a second great 
stride forward along Mill Creek Valley.

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Salk Vaccine: Public Health Boon 

For countless men and women and children 
the biggest news of the year, indeed in their 
lifetime, is the announcement of the release of 
the Salk polio vaccine for general use, In re- 
cent years there has been no more dread word 
than “polio.” Each summer the disease that 
crippled the late President Roosevelt has struck 


down people of all-ages, but particularly chil- © 


dren. Thousands have been killed in a matter. 
of hours, others have been \Jeft with stricken 
bodies, requiring long and patient treatment. 

The goal was to prevent the first blow and to 
that Dr. Jones E. Salk, brilliant young Pittsburgh 
scientist, set himself with a determination that 
takes high place in the world of preventive 
medicine. The Salk vaccine then was tested on 
a large scale and the results analyzed under di- 
rection of Dr. Thomas Francis Jr. of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. : 


How long immunity will last is not yet known. 


But the extensive preliminary tests are cause 
enough in themselves for world-wide rejoicing. 
For out of 440,000 children vaccinated last sum- 
mer, only 71 were subsequently stricken, while 
445 children were paralyzed among 1,400,000 
who wege not vaccinated. Not a child died 
among those vaccinated, but 15 who were not 
vaccinated died. 

Not the least of the notable aspects of the Salk 
vaccine is the fact that it appears to produce 
almost nothing in the way of incidental side 
effects. Apparently it builds up immunity 
through antibodies that offset and overcome 
the polio virus but without creating the usual 


~“mild” case in the person vaccinated. 


Now that the vaccine has been authorized for 
general use by the Government, six firms have 
been licensed to manufacture it. This will 
spread the availability for the public, but not 
fast enough for all who will desire its protection 
in the rapidly approaching polio season. Esti- 
mates are that there will probably be vaccine 
enough for perhaps 57,000,000 of the nation’s 
children. 

This means that a first need is for a rationing 
system through which the vaccine reaches those 
age groups that need it most. If children under 
five years of age are stricken almost as frequent- 
ly as those between 5 and 9, then it will be a 
sefious public health mistake not to assure 
priority for both these groups at least. Besides 
that it would be inhumane and unjust. 

Here is a gréat advance in preventive medicine 
and the men who made it possible will be for- 
ever remembered. Now let the medical profes- 
sion, health authorities and manufacturers join 
in wise and effective production and distri- 
pution. 
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Question for the Courthouse 

On reconsideration the Missouri House has ap- 
proved a bill that would postpone execution of 
the State Tax Commission's assessment equaliza- 
tion program for a year. The program quite 
properly aims to lift assessments in St. Louis 
county and the 25 other counties where they 
average less than 20 per cent of true value. 

Assuming that the measure gets past the Sen- 
ate, that the Governor signs it and that it then 
turns out to be constitutional—three large as- 
sumptions, indeed—St. Louis county officials 
will have something ‘to be thankful for. 

While the Tax Commission cannot legally put 
its equalization plan into effect until sometime 
in June, it announced its intention to do so as 
far back as February. This was so the various 
counties could make the necessary administrative 
preparations.’St. Louis county officials, however, 
have done nothing—even in the face of repeated 
warnings from the commission. Unless this bill 
becomes law or something else turns up county 
officials may find themselves in the midst of a 
most chaotie tax situation—and what is worse, it 
will be one of their own making. 

Be that as it may, the object of the House bill 
is not to save any local officials from the conse- 
quences of their dangerous inactivity. It is to 
permit them to equalize assessments within their 
counties before the increases take effect. 

That brings up a pertinent question: When are 
the Courthouse officialsjn Clayton going to make 
a start along that line? There has been much 
talk about making assessments more equitable 
but not one bit of action. If something isn’t done 
soon many unfair assessments may still be on 
the books a year from now. 
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That Is Regulation? 

The United States Supreme Court’s decision 
in the Oklahoma natural gas case is entirely con- 
sistent with the earlier ruling in behalf of fed- 
eral control of natural gas used in interstate 
commerce. The court ruled that Oklahoma does 
not have the right to fix minimum prices on gas 
sold there for transmission to Illinois. Oklahoma 
argued this was “a conservation’ measure. In 
fact, 89 per cent of the gas from the Oklahoma 
field went to consumers in another state. Okla- 
homa’s action jacked up the price for the benefit 
of producers in Oklahoma and at the expense of 
consumers elsewhere. Oil companies which pro- 
duce most of our natural gas now want Congress 
to exempt their production from federal control 
and let the states “do the job.” The Oklahoma 
case shows what would happen then.

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Louis Shoulders, a Special Case 

After upholding the refusal. of former Police 
Lt. Louis Shoulders to answer grand jury ques- 
tions, United States District Judge George H. 
Moore ordered Shoulders returned to the Fed- 
eral Medical Center at Springfield, Mo. Shoul- 
ders has complained that he has been subjected 
te harassment by other prisoners there. Since 
some of Shoulders’s fellow inmates are said to 
be serving sentences as a result of police inves- 
tigations handled by him, he presents an un- 
usual problem. 

Apart from preventing escapes, perhaps the 
principal responsibility of prison administrators 
is that of protecting inmate from inmate. Occa- 
sionally even in the well-run federal prison sys- 
tem there are lapses. For example, former Gov- 
ernment economist William Remington was mur- 
dered last year in the federal penitentiary at 
Lewisburg, Pa. 

Louis Shoulders deserves no special treatment 
at Springfield. But he does have a right to the 

‘full protection of the prison administration 
against any inmate bearing a grudge. Prison of-

American scientists report impressive progress in Western Eu- 


and practical use of atomic energy; with 


promised American technical aid, this progress should be accel- 
erated; “trade, not aid” in this field promises to help U.S. too. 


Donald J. Hughes, Senior Physicist, Brookhaven National Laboratory, 
in Scientific American 


Jan. 17, 1955, was a historic day in 
the Atomic Age. On that morning the 
submarine Nautilus glided into Long 
Island. Soiind under nuclear power, 
launching ‘thé world’s first use of 
atomic power for transport. 

On that same Monday morning scien- 
tists of seven countries met at the 
U.N. to lay plans for the first interna- 
tional conference on development of 


.atomic energy for peaceful purposes. 


The same morning the U.S.S.R. an- 
nounced a program for nuclear power 
collaboration among its orbit nations. 


These three events within a single 
day demonstrated how rapidly things 
are moving in the atomic power field. 

The international conference under 
the auspices of the United Nations will 
open in Geneva on Aug. 8. At least 80 
nations will be represented. Let no one 
suppose that this conference will be a 
one-way affair, with the United States 
merely passing on its know-how to 
have-not nations. Some of the Euro- 
pean nations will have a great deal to 
contribute to us. 

As a Fulbright professor and State 
Department specialist in Europe last 
year, I had an opportunity to survey 
the work in atomic power in England 
and on the Continent. 


Britain’s Ten-Year Power Program 


Measured in dollars, the programs of 
all the nations of Western Europe to- 
gether do not begin to approach our 
own. But they are working vigorously 
and pushing ahead rapidly to practical 
application, in some respects much 
more rapidly than we are. Most of the 
nuclear work was shown freely. 

The British were the first, as far as 
is known, to produce useful heat from 
areactor. For four years now the large 
graphite pile at Harwell has been heat- 
ing buildings at the laboratory. It is 
not cheap heat, but it represents nu- 
clear power which would otherwise be 
thrown away, as is now done at our 
Hanford plants. 

Great Britain has made such rapid 
strides on the road to nuclear power 
that she was able to announce: last 
month a spectacular program, contem- 


- plating the construction of 12 nuclear 


power plants in the next 10 years. 

Britain has been pushed to this ef- 
fort by her coal emergency; her mines 
are so depleted that she has begun to 
import coal. At the same time her elec- 
tric power needs are rising swiftly. 

The nuclear power program is an 
answer to this crisis. The British will 
spend some $840,000,000 to build the 
12 plants. They will burn some 500 or 
600 tons of nuclear fuel a year instead 
of 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 tons of coal. 


Norway and Its Early Start 


Looking ahead 20 years, the British 
believe that by 1975 nuclear plants may 
supply 15,000,000 kilowatts, a fourth of 
the nation’s total electric power. Lord 
Salisbury, head of the atomic program, 
said that was just a beginning; by the 
year 2000 most of Britain's electricity 
would be generated by nuclear fuel. 

France's atomic energy effort, though 
on a much smaller scale than the 
British, is being pursued with equal 
seriousness. Year by year France has 
to import more coal, and her engineers 
have investigated all possible power 
possibilities. The French will soon build 
a 40,000-kilowatt reactor to produce plu- 
tonium for fueling breeder reactors. 

Norway got an early start in the nu- 
clear power field, primarily because she 

d.one of the first plants for 
making heavy water. The Norwegians 
made a co-operative arrangement with 
the Dutch to obtain uranium and built 
a 300-kilowatt research pile in Oslo 
four years fee. And Norway is now 
going ahead with plans for a mobile 
reactor for ship propulsion. 

In Sweden a low-power research re- 


actor went into operation several 
months ago. It is located in a large 
room blasted out of rock under a park 
in Stockholm. The second Swedish 
reactor will be a power producer. 

In the Netherlands a group of scien- 
tists and engineers, having gained 
knowledge from the Norwegian pile, 
are pushing ahead plans for a power- 
producing reactor. A visit to their re- 
search center at Arrihem convinced me 
that they are considering designs much 


more advanced than any discussed in. 


the United States. 
How Atomic Pool Benefits All 


The Dutch propose to use uranium 
fuel in the form of fluidized powder. If 
the idea is successful, they will avoid 
all the problems of protective coatings 
and removal of fuel elements that apply 
to the usual solid-fuel reactors. 

What I saw in Western Europe is but 
a sample of the world-wide interest and 
activity in peacetime nuclear power. 
India, for example, has just arranged to 
buy 10 tons of heavy water from the 
United States Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion for a research reactor. 


Australia, New Zealand, the Philip- 
pines, Formosa, Pakistan, Iran, Turkey, 
Greece and Spain are among the coun- 
tries starting work in atomic energy. 


If Europe’s scientists are making such 
rapid progress, why are they so en- 
thusiastic about the international atomic 
pool and help from the United States? 
What have we to give them? 


The answer is: mainly detailed tech- 
nical knowledge. We have a great 
wealth of information on reactor build- 
ing and operation which can save the 
nations years of expensive research. 

Most of these nations also need fis- 
silonable material. -To obtain this cap- 
ital each nation would have to build, at 
enormous cost, large plants for sepa- 
rating uranium 235 or making plu- 
tonium. But with a gift or loan of fuel 
from us, other countries could pay back 
the original outlay within a few years. 


Valuable Research for U.S. 


Coupled with the great enthusiasm . 


for the United States pool plan, I found 
in every country a certain amount of 
skepticism... In the months following 
Presidént Eisenhower's proposal, 
months in which apparently nothing 
happeried, the Europeans came to look 
upon it as mere propaganda. 
However, when it became known that 
private negotiations with the U.S.S.R. 


‘had been going on during this period, 


the European scientists became much 
more impressed by the serious intent 
of the United States. Now that steps 
toward international co-operation have 
begun, their spirit has revived. 

What the United States has to gain 
from the proposed international agency 
will not be obvious at first but should 
become more apparent as time goes on. 
The European scientists are extremely 
good. In many laboratories I found 
them investigating fundamentals of 
neutrom, physics which we have never 
had time to study in detail, With our 
help, in very short order they will be 
producing results of great value to us. 


In the nuclear field we shall be 


gaging in “trade, not aid.” geuropean 
scientists will also begi er com- 
petition with us in ato energy which 


will have a salutary effect.

Once in a great while a really new 
idea comes along in science fiction. If 
it is in the form of a short story, popu- 
lar and editorial pressure usually force 
one or more sequels out of the. author.

Many Grabbers Get Dunked. 

Grabbing is usually done from 
an overhanging rock bluff or 
from a tree which leans far over 
the water. A stiff cane pole is 
used with a stout line and a set 
of treble hooks, known as a 
“grab.” This method is patience 
personified. When a fish is 
sighted from the fisherman’s 
precarious perch, the grabhook 
is gently lowered in the water 
and worked ever so gently under 
the fish’s lower jaw. When the 
hook is in proper position it is 
jerked sharply upward and the 
fish is impaled on the hook. 
Many a fisherman has been 
dunked in the deep trying to 
retain his position in the lean- 
ing tree and endeavoring to 


land the fish at the same time. 


wire or an “E” fiddle string, a 
cane pole, a long, strong line, 
iron nerves and infinite patience. 
Favorite snaring locale is the 
same as that for grabbing. In- 
stead of using a treble hook, the 
fine wire or fiddle string is 
rigged in a free-sliding loop, 
much on the order of a minia- 
ture lasso. The loop is gently 
lowered in the water and worked 
back of the fish’s head past the 
gill coverings. It is then rapidly 
jerked upward and the fish is 
ensnared. Fish taken by this 
method fight a terrific battle 
befére they are landed and it is 
probably the most sporting 
method of the three. 

The flesh of the sucker is 
called sweet in the Ozarks. The 
approved method in preparing 
them is to score them deep to 
the backbone before frying. 
Starting with the portion from 
which the head» was removed 
and proceeding back to the tail, 
deep cuts are made on bo 
sides until the entire fish is 
closely serrated. Then it is 
rolled in flour and meal and 
fried thoroughly in hot, deep fat.. 
This destroys the many bundles 
of fine bones that otherwise 
spoil the eating of this fine food 
fish. A mess of “yaller” suckers, 
properly prepared streamside, 
garnished with a few hush- 
puppies, is about tops in eating 
when the camp cook yells, 
“Come and get it!”

“F THE LIGHT GOES out 

but there are other words 
and soon they are reinforced by loud wails. Nobody in the 
house can get to sleep. What to do is a question. Some re- 

* sort to spanking, some to threats, some try “just letting 
them cry it out.” These methods result in allowing the 
troubled frightened child to exhaust himself and fall into 
sleep. That does not help matters much. The little one, 
remembering his unhappy experiences of the night before, 
is more afraid of bedtime than ever. 

The best way out is one that parents and nurses are 
not likely to accept with any degree of pleasure but while 
it takes time they can ill afford to spare at this hour, in the 
long run it saves time. Stay with the child and coax him 
to sleep. 

Too often these little ones have not been prepared for 
sleep. 

x * * 

WHEN THERE are little ones to be put to bed early 
there should be an atmosphere of quiet in the household, 
not silence but peace. The child should be prepared for 
bed, soothed by gentle handling, bathed in soft warm water, 
patted dry, tucked into bed. The bedtime story should be 
a sleep story told in a lullaby voice, the light low. 

This means Work. It means that someone takes time 
out to make a child's bedtime an important ritual carefully 
and graciously performed. It means a sacrifice of some- 
one’s time and interests. The price seems high sometimes 
but the result is worth it all when one considers it means a 
happy, well adjusted child as against an unhappy fright- 
ened one.

We have a big garden, and the 
children also pick wild raspber- 
“te blackberries and strawber- 
ries.” 

The father directs the garden- 
ing project, and said of his femi- 
nine assistants: 

“If I tell them to do some- 
thing, they’re apt not to do it, 
but if I get out there and help, 
they all work.” 

Purchase of a garden tractor 
was one of the investments de- 
cided upon by Woods. Another

Woods’s Christmas gift 
was a sewing machine, which 
cuts clothing costs.

A new washing machine is the 
top equipment need right now, 
the busy mother explained. The 
one she has is an old model 
which has broken down several 
times, leaving her with the back- 
paining job of doing a laundry 
by hand. 

During bad weather, 34-year- 
old Mrs. Woods hangs her laun- 


dry throughout the house, which 
by modern standards should 
give the family a high sickness 
rate. But so far, none of the 
family has been seriously ill.

ELIEVING that a worship 

service should be “a work of 

art,” that hymns should be 
chosen for their music and mes- 
sage rather than their emotional 
appeal, and that many Broad- 
way plays in modern dress and’ 
dealing with modern problems 
could -be classed as “religious 
drama,” artists and churchmen 
have organized a new partner- 
ship of religion and art in St. 
Louis. 

Spearheading the movement 
—following a national program 
but first to be set up in any 
city—is Mrs. Eugene Meyer, 
wife of the minister of the pe na 
gregational Church of the : 

She 
is chairman of the newly-formed 
Commission on Religion and Art 
of the Metropolitan Church Fed- 
eration. 

The Conimission, divided into 
six committees dealing with art, 
music, drama, worship, litera- 
es yo architecture, has 

rought together outstanding St. 
Louis artists and church leaders 
in resource groups which are 
ready to help churches develop 
the esthetic nature of their wor-. 
ship services and other pro-

They 
might provide source material 
on plays to be presented within 
the church, or help choirmas- 
ters select hymns and anthems.

“I don’t mean to say that 
there aren’t religious people 
outside the church, and many 
artists with a deep religious 
feeling have left the church be- 
cause they say it hasn’t answered 
their need. 

“In our committee sessions, 


they have told the church peo- 
ple that the services are often 
lacking in beauty, and that they 
can find beauty outside the 
church. We have answered that 
even though they feel they don’t 
need the church, the church does 
need them. 

“Too, as futile and inept as 
the church sometimes seems to 
be, we must realize that it has 
lived through centuries of wars 
and .depressions and troubled 
times, and we shouldn’t be so 
critical of its seeming shortcom- 
ings.” 

“For myself, I feel nearest to 
God through an esthetic ex- 
pression, and I covet that feeling 
for others.”

RS. MEYER, whose primary 
interest has been in the field 
of drama, believes “religious 
drama” need not be limited to 
Bible stories. 

“There are. many modern 
plays, even commercially popu- 
lar plays on Broadway which 
could be classed as religious 
drama,” she said.

Fix It Yourself

RIEND of ours who happens 
F to sell paints for a living tells 

us a lot of his customers run 
into trouble on painting their 
homes because they haven't fig- 
ured before they started just 
how much paint they would ac- 
tually need. 

Seems that by the time they 
get half way through they decide 
that the job is taking too much 
paint and costing too much 
money. What a lot of them do 
then is to switch to some cheap 
off-brand paint and the final re- 
sult is not often so good. 


The amount of paint required 
for a house will depend on the 
size of the house, the number of 
coats and the type of surface 
you are painting. It will also de- 
pend on the kind of paint you 
use. It’s easy enough to figure 
out the number of square feet 
of surface you have to cover— 
simply multiply the width of each 
wall by its height and then add 
them all together. 

Now if your house is covered 
with wood siding you can ex- 
pect a gallon of paint to cover 
between 450 and 500 sq. ft. on 
the first coat. On a second coat 
a gallon should cover about 550 
sq. ft. 

Now, if your house is covered 
with wood shingles a gallon on 
the first coat will cover only 
about 350 sq. ft. and about 400 
sq. ft. on the second coat. 

If you have asbestos siding and 
use an asbestos shingle siding 
paint, look for a coverage of 
about 200 sq. ft. per gallon on 
the first seat and about 400 sq, 
ft. for the second coat. A paint 
suitable for use on brick siding 
wiki give you about the same cov- 
erage. 

The reason you get such poor 
coverage on wood shingles, as- 
bestos and brick is because the:» 
surfaces are more porus than 
ordinary wood siding and they 
quickly absorb much of the paint 
from the first coat. The second 
coat does better.

Marvin Halverson, director of 
the Department, has outlined 
its purpose. The commission 
on ways of worship, he said, is 
“not an attempt to mold wor- 
ship in the different churches 
into a common pattern, but to 
help churches, ministers and 
laymen to see their own riches 
as well as those in traditions 
other than their own.” 

Discussing the drama commis- 
sion, he said that churches 
“have a stake in seeing that 
plays disclose profound realities, 
not only in church auditoriums, 
but on the commercial stage. 
Drama can be a means of seeing 
the human situation in Christian 
terms.” 

Mrs. Meyer said the local 
Commission’s program will be 
similar to that of the National 
Council, enabling artists to vol- 
unteer their technical and 
esthetic knowledge to churches, 
and encouraging churches to 
take advantage of specialized 
knowledge and experience in 
developing more effective wor- 
ship services and in’ beautifying 
church properties.

Then, however, the lines of play 
went off ir all directions. 

Most Souths laid down the 
jack of spades, hoping East or 
West would take the trick and 
that three spade tricks would 
later be available. But no West 
was accommodating, and the out- 
come in all of these cases was 
a one-trick defeat—these de- 
clarers won two spades, two 
hearts and two clubs. 

There were variations from 
this line of play but with no 
notable effect. The only South 
who actually collected seven 
tricks and fulfilled the contract 
maneuvered as follows: 

After winning the first trick 
with the heart ace, this declarer 
led his low club. East lost no 
time in overtaking his partner’s 
eight to shift to diamonds, but 
West naturally had his own 
ideas about the defense. Win- 
ning with the diamond queen, 
he led the king and another 
heart, clearing his suit while 
keeping the diamond ace for 
entry. Now South went into 
action. He cashed the ace and 
king of clubs, then simply exited 
with a diamond, and West was 
back on lead. He took his set-up 
hearts, but when he led a spade, 
declarer put up dummy’s queen 
and cashed the thirteenth club, 
and the spade ace fulfilled the 
contract.

He remains as 
a member of Parliament, how- 
ever, an elder statesman whose 
s will be listened to by his 
own people and by the world, 
and I am sure that we will hear 
from him often. 

I look back upon his visits to 
the White House during the war 
and one thing in particular 
stands out: He always contrib- 
uted to the sense of security and 
courage that prevailed there 
during World War II.

EVEN at the blackest mo- 
ments my husband always be- 
lieved that we must win. I think 
it was born of a faith that in the 
end right must triumph. But 
even the most valiant must at 
times need additional courage 
and somehow when my husband 
and Mr. Churchill met, one felt 
that each was giving strength to 
the other and that their joint 
determination was a double 
strength 

Now I want to say how fortu- 


nate I think it is for Great Brit-» 


ain to have someone so capable 
as Sir Anthony Eden to take 
over the reins of government so 
smoothly and competently. Eden 
was by Churchill’s side all 
through World War II and I re- 
member well our Ambassador, 
Mr. John G. Winant, telling me 
how much he admired, trusted 
and counted upon Anthony 
Eden’s quiet strength.

BETWEEN great men com- 
parisons should never be made 
because they are all different, 
though they may well be equal. 
Sir Anthony Eden has served 
his country well side by side 
with Mr. Churchill through try- 
ing years and now he will serve 
his Queen and his country as 
prime minister.
